To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Hale  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg-  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1936. 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  boundaries  of  the  Hale  district 
considerably  enlarged  under  the  County  of  Chester  Review 
Order, — an  order  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  April, 
1936,  and  transferred  part  of  Ringway  from  the  Bucklow  Rural 
District  to  the  Hale  Urban  District.  Minor  adjustments  were 
also  made  in  regard  to  the  boundaries  between  Hale  and 
Altrincham  on  the  one  hand  and  Hale  and  Bowdon  on  the  other. 
The  area  of  Hale  is  now  2,264  acres,  of  which  the  added  area 
is  976  acres. 

The  year  1936  has  been  an  important  year  for  public  health 
from  a legislative  point  of  view.  The  Housing  Act,  1936,  and  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  have  been  placed  on  the  Statute  Book 
during  the  year.  The  latter  Act  replaces  a major  portion  of 
the  existing  public  health  law  with  new  legislation,  amended 
and  augmented  to  meet  modern  demands.  The  Housing  Act, 
1936,  is  purely  a consolidating  measure. 

During  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  The 
Housing  Act,  1935,  a survey  was  made  throughout  the  district 
with  regard  to  overcrowding.  1152  houses  were  visited  and  the 
rooms  of  53  houses  measured. 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  only  six  cases  of 
overcrowding  were  revealed. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  important  changes  in  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department ; early  in  the  year  Dr.  J.  K.  Lund, 
who  had  been  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  nine  years,  died, 
and  the  Council  appointed  me  to  succeed  him.  Later  in  the  year 
Mr.  L.  F.  Atherton,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  resigned  to  take  up 
a similar  appointment  at  Irlam  and  Mr.  F.  J.  Sealey,  of  Wolver- 
hampton, an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Sedgley  Urban 
District  Council,  was  appointed  Sanitary  Inspector.

POPULATION. 

The  addition  of  Ringway  to  the  district  was  responsible  for 
a nett  increase  in  population  of  405 ; the  estimated  population 
of  the  district  on  the  30th  of  June,  1936,  was  11,545,  as  compared 
with  11,140  in  June,  1935. 

Deaths  exceeded  births  by  24,  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
there  being  131  deaths  and  107  live  births.

The  small  epidemic  of  diphtheria  was  largely  the  result  of 
an  outbreak  of  an  infection  in  a small  school  in  another  Urban 
District  Council’s  area.  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  of  an  exceed- 
ingly mild  type  and  more  than  half  the  cases  were  treated  at  home. 
The  two  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  were  removed  forth- 
with to  Monsall  Isolation  Hospital  in  Manchester. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  by  spraying 
infected  rooms  with  formalin  solution  and  fumigating  with, 
vapour.  Infected  bedding  and  clothing  are  treated  with  steam 
or  destroved.  Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  to  residents  of 

Hale.

IMMUNISATION. 


Immunisation  is  encouraged  with  the  help  of  local 
practitioners  and  the  activities  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  immunising  material  is  always  available  at  the  Fire 
Station.  Enthusiasm  for  this  form  of  protection  is  always  greater 
in  an  epidemic  of  Diphtheria,  but  at  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre  parents  are  reminded,  in  spite  of  the  absence  of 
diphtheria  in  epidemic  form,  it  is  wise  to  make  use  of  the 
facilities.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  Infectious  cases  are  removed  in  the  Motor  Ambulances 
provided  by  the  Manchester  Corporation. 

( b ) A Motor  Ambulance  is  provided  and  maintained  by  the 
Hale  and  Bowdon  Joint  Fire  and  Ambulance  Committee,  available 
day  and  night,  for  the  removal  of  cases  of  accident  or  sudden 
illness,  and  by  arrangement,  for  cases  requiring  hospital  or 
surgical  treatment.  The  service  is  adequate. 
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PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


Through  the  local  Nursing  Association  the  services  of  six 
nurses  are  available  for  general  nursing.  The  Association  is 
entirely  voluntary. 

There  are  also  arrangements  in  force  whereby  the  services 
of  these  nurses  can  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Council,  when 
required,  in  connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work. 

Private  nurses  are  available  from  various  Nurses’  Homes 
situate  in  Manchester  and  the  neighbouring  districts. 

Midwives. 

There  is  no  employment  of  (or  subsidy  to)  practising  mid- 
wives in  the  district,  by  this  Council.  The  Midwives’  Act  is 
administered  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council. 


HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Bucklow  Joint  Hospital  Board,  of  which  this  Council 
is  one  of  the  Constituent  Authorities,  have,  by  the  terms  of  an 
agreement  with  the  Manchester  Corporation,  the  use  of  45  beds 
in  Monsall  Hospital,  belonging  to  the  Manchester  Corporation, 
for  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  and  an  option,  subject  to  six 
months’  notice  during  the  subsistence  of  the  agreement,  for  the 
further  use  of  an  additional  number  of  beds  not  exceeding  ten. 
This  agreement  came  into  force  on  the  7th  November,  1932,  for 
a period  of  five  years. 

SMALL  POX. 

Also,  by  the  terms  of  the  above  agreement,  the  Manchester 
Corporation  will  receive  and  treat  at  their  Clayton  Hospital  such 
cases  of  Small  Pox  occurring  within  the  district  as  may  be  sent 
to  such  Hospital  by  the  Board. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  Board  have  the  call  on  ten  beds  in  Baguley  Sanatorium 
for  the  accommodation  and  treatment  of  cases  of  Phthisis 
occurring  within  the  area. 

There  are  no  special  Institutions  for  unmarried  mothers. 

There  are  no  treatment  centres  or  clinics  other  than  the  one 
established  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme. 
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HOSPITAL  CONTRIBUTIONS. 

The  Council  subscribes  to  and  make  direct  arrangements  with

The  whole  of  the  above  Hospitals  are  maintained  by  voluntary 
contributions. 

Other  voluntary  Hospitals,  situate  in  the  City  of  Manchester, 
are  available  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  patients  from  the 
district  of  Hale. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE. 

This  is  situated  in  a central  position  in  the  District,  and  is 
provided  by  the  Council  with  subsidy.  The  Centre  was  first 
opened  in  September  1922.  Sessions  are  held  on  alternate 
Wednesdays  throughout  the  year. 

The  Centre  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  assisted  by  a nurse  and  staff  of  voluntary 
workers.  It  gives  great  pleasure  once  again  to  express 
appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  these  ladies.

ANTENATAL  CLINIC. 

This  was  formally  opened  on  7th  October,  1931,  after  the 
Council  had  considered  a report  b?ised  on  the  recommendations 
of  Memorandum  156/M. C.W. 

Sessions  are  held  once  every  four  weeks  (Wednesday  after- 
noons) under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
assisted  by  the  Health  Visitor.  Routine  examinations  are  carried 
out,  advice  given,  and  necessary  information  forwarded  to  the 
midwife  or  medical  practitioner  engaged  to  attend  at  the  time  of 
confinement. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Dr.  K.  Vernon  Bailey, 
Consulting  Obstetrician,  to  whom  cases  can  be  referred  and  inter- 
viewed at  his  private  consulting-rooms,  2 St.  John  Street, 
Manchester.  Arrangements  can  also  be  made  for  the  Specialist 
to  be  in  personal  attendance  at  the  Clinic.

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REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 
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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hale  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg-  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  year  1936. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

With  the  exception  of  a small  number  of  houses  in  the  added 
area  of  Ringway,  which  derive  their  water  supply  from  wells, 
the  whole  of  the  urban  district  is  served  by  the  mains  of  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  and  a constant  supply  of  excellent  quality 
is  maintained. 

In  response  to  a complaint  received  with  regard  to  the 
quality  of  the  water  supply,  four  samples  of  water  were  taken 
for  bacteriological  examination  and  three  samples  for  chemical 
analysis. 

One  of  the  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
showed  a high  content  of  bacillus  coliform.  The  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Department 
and  further  samples  will  be  taken  from  the  same  source  in  due 
course. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  River  Bollin  and  the  Timperley  Brook  pass  along  the 
southern -and  northern  boundaries  of  the  district. 

All  water-courses  in  the  area  come  under  the  surveillance 
of  the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  district  is  drained  on  the  separate  system.  The  sewage 
from  the  southern  area  is  treated  at  the  Council’s  sewage  works, 
and  a portion  of  the  northern  area  is  drained  into  the  sewers  of 
the  adjoining  urban  district  of  Altrincham. 

The  Activated  Sludge  System  is  the  method  employed  at  the 
Council’s  sewage  works,  and  a satisfactory  effluent  has  been 
maintained.  Frequent  samples  were  taken  by  the  Inspectors  of 
the  Mersey  and  Irwell  Joint  Rivers  Committee. 
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The  sewage  is  brought  to  the  works  by  gravitation  and  on 
arrival  passes  through  a preliminary  tank,  after  which  it  is 
screened  and  passed  through  the  detritus  chambers.  Thence  over 
a rectangular  weir  it  flows  into  the  mixing  chamber  where  it  is 
intimately  mixed  with  the  sludge  from  the  re-aeration  tanks.  The 
mixture  then  passes  into  the  aeration  units  and  from  these  flows 
to  the  settlement  tanks.  Here,  the  sludge  settles  to  the 
bottom,  leaving  the  clear  effluent  to  pass  into  the  feed  channels  and 
eventually  into  the  River  Bollin.  The  sludge  is  forced  into  a 
sludge  channel  which  leads  to  the  re-aeration  tanks  where,  after 
a period  of  re-aeration,  it  again  is  mixed  with  the  incoming  sewage 
in  the  mixing  chamber.  Thus  the  continuous  circulation  is 
maintained. 


The  surplus  sludge  is  run  into  a lagoon  and,  after  digestion, 
is  run  off  and  dried  on  specially  prepared  beds.  The  sludge  is 
regularly  removed  under  contract. 

During  the  year  the  foul  sewer  in  Chapel  Lane  has  been 
extended  by  approximately  80  yards  and  a relief  surface  water 
sewer  has  been  laid  in  Clarence  Road.  The  provision  of  a main 
drainage  system  for  the  added  area  of  Ringway  is  at  present 
receiving  the  consideration  of  the  Council. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

There  remain  only  2 pail  closets  in  the  old  Hale  district ; 
in  the  added  area  of  Ringway  there  are,  however,  42  pail  closets, 
and  1 privy,  but  the  absence  of  available  sewers  and  mains 
water  supply  prevents  the  installation  of  water  closets  at  the 
houses  which  are  at  present  served  by  these  conveniences. 

During  the  year  1 privy  was  abolished  and  a chemical  closet 
substituted  for  the  same.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Constant  observation  has  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  but  on  no  occasion  has  the  time  limit,  allowed  under  the 
Model  Bye-laws,  been  exceeded. 

The  Council  have  adopted  Bye-laws,  fixing  a limit  of  two 
minutes’  Black  Smoke  in  the  aggregate,  within  any  continuous 
period  of  thirty  minutes  from  any  one  chimney  in  a building,  other 
than  a private  dwelling-house. 
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PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN 
BE  CONTROLLED  BY  BYE-LAWS  OR 
REGULATIONS. 

The  trade  of  Fish  Frier  was  added  to  the  list  of  Offensive 
Trades,  within  the  district,  by  the  Hale  Urban  (Offensive  Trade) 
Confirmation  Order,  1931,  (25th  June,  1931). 

One  business,  established  prior  to  the  operation  of  the  above 
Order,  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year  without  giving  rise 
to  any  complaints. 

There  are  no  underground  sleeping  rooms  in  the  district 
(Housing  Act,  1925,  Section  18  (1)  ). 

There  are  seven  stables  and  one  knacker’s  yard  in  the 
district.  Removal  of  refuse  is  required  weekly.  Frequent 
inspections  are  made  to  ensure  compliance  with  this  requirement.

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MILK  SUPPLY— 

The  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation) 
Act,  1915,  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922,  and  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  has  called  for  a considerable 
amount  of  attention. 

Six  additional  cowsheds  have  come  under  the  supervision 
of  this  Council  since  last  April,  these  having  been  transferred 
from  the  Bucklow  Rural  District  under  the  County  of  Chester 
Review  Order,  1936. 

There  are  now  nine  cowsheds  in  this  district,  and  twenty- 
three  dairies.  These  have  been  subjected  to  frequent  inspections 
and  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  being  maintained.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

Eight  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examin- 
ation, and  seven  samples  for  biological  examination,  making  a 
total  of  fifteen  samples  during  the  year. 

All  samples  were  found  to  be  free  from  the  tubercle  bacillus. 
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MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  are  no  registered  or  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the 
district.  Butchers  obtain  their  meat  supplies  from  Altrincham 
and  the  Manchester  Mode  Wheel  Cattle  Market  in  Stretford. 
113  visits  have  been  made  to  the  shops,  and,  on  every  occasion, 
the  meat  exposed  for  sale  has  been  found  to  be  of  good  quality. 

Two  visits  were  made  to  farm  premises  on  receipt  of  notice 
of  occasional  slaughter,  the  carcases  and  offals  of  13  pigs  were 
examined,  one  set  of  lungs  and  two  mesenteries  were  condemned 
as  unfit  for  food,  and  destroyed. 

OTHER  FOOD  PREMISES. 

These  were  visited  regularly  and  it  was  not  necessary  to 
take  any  statutory  action. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

The  administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration) 
Act,  1928,  is  carried  out  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council.

SHOPS’  ACT,  1934. 

During  the  year  12  shops  were  visited  under  the  Shops’  Act, 
1934,  and  no  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  recorded. 

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933. 

There  are  no  private  or  public  slaughterhouses  in  this  district, 
but  five  licences  to  slaughter  at  the  knacker’s  yard  in  the  district 
were  issued  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority 
over  the  whole  district.  All  movable  receptacles  are  emptied 
weekly,  and  fixed  receptacles  (ashpits)  at  frequent  intervals. 

The  removal  of  “trade”  and  “garden”  refuse  is  undertaken 
free  of  charge  where  the  quantity  combined  with  domestic  refuse 
does  not  exceed  one  bin  per  week.  Where  the  quantity  exceeds 
one  bin  per  week,  a charge  of  4d.  per  bin  and  8s.  per  load  is 
made. 

In  connection  with  refuse  removal  work,  the  following 
vehicles  were  in  the  service  of  the  Department : — 

One  S.  & D.  Freighter  (10  cubic  yards  capacity) — full-time. 
One  two-ton  motor  lorry  (Dennis) — part-time. 

One  two-ton  motor  lorry  (Ford) — part-time. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

TYPES  OF  REFUSE  RECEPTACLES. 

There  remain  only  16  ashpits  in  the  old  Hale  district  and 
1 ashpit  in  the  added  area  of  Ringway.  All  other  houses  have 
portable  ash-bins. 

During  the  year  1 ashpit  was  abolished  and  a portable  bin 
provided.
